Tbe village of Hicksville contained 
800 inhabitants, and yet there was 
only one place to worship. 
In the 
earlier days the Methodists, Baptists 
and Presbyterians had clubbed togeth­ 
er, and as time went on tbe three de­ 
nominations bad agreed so well that 
no move had been made for the erec­ 
tion of another building.
